POLICY ON DRAFT 


Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Ask McKittrick If In- 
ducted Officers Must 

Forfeit Jobs. 


A request that Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick give a: ruling on 
the legality of the St. Louis Board 
of Police Commissioners’ order 
that policemen must resign when 
they enter the military forces was 
made yesterday by Fred W. Emig, 
past State commander, Veterans o 
Foreign Wars. : 

Emig said the order, adopted by 
the board Jan. 9. was unpatriotic 
and that several patriotic, civic 
and fraternal organizations had 
voluntarily promised their help in 


the fight of the V. F. W. to kill the 
order, 
Emig’s request for a ruling on 


: legality of the order was made in 


accordance with a resolution 
adopted by the St. Louis V. F. W. 
Council July 9. “The police board 
has taken an unpatriotic stand,” 
Emig said. “We are attempting to 
show board members the wisdom 
of thespolicy of the United States 
Government and every private: in- 
dustry we know of in granting 
leaves to men who enter military 
service with the understanding 
that their jobs will be waiting for 
them when they return.” 


Veterans Discuss Order. 


John T. Grace, V. F. W. coun- 
cil commander, said representa- 
tives of 27 posts with at least 3000 
members had brought up the sub- 
ject for discussion again at a 
meeting Aug. 3 and that the 
board's order would be brought up 
for discussion at every future 
meeting of the veterans until it 
has been corrected. 

Dr. John C. Cornell, past com- 
mander of the V. F. W. council 
said, “The order is an outrage and 
the V. F. W. will go as far as it 
can to have it rescinded.” 

Emig said that if the order is 
not legally in conflict with the Se- 
lective Service Act it at least vio- 
lates the spirit of the act. “The 
maximum age for entering the Po- 
lice Department is 36,” Emig re- 
marked. “Some of those now being 
called for military service have al- 
ready passed that age and they are 
required to resign and relinquish 
all claims to rank and seniority. 


Power to Grant Leaves. 

“Some board members have ideas 
that the statutes would prevent 
them from giving policemen leaves 
of absence, but we take the position 
that they have power to grant such 
leaves. We believe the Attorney 
General will uphold our position.” 

Copies of a V. F. W. resolution 
denouncing the order have been 
sent to Gov. Donnell, Edwin E. 
Huffman, police board president; 
Col. Claude C. Earp, State Selec- 
tive Service director; the Missouri 
Supreme Court and National Se- 
lective Service Headquarters. 

Emig said Huffman acknowl- 
edged receipt of the resolution and 
sent him a copy of minutes of the 
board meeting at which the order 
was adopted. The order explained 
that it=would be the policy of the 
board “to promptly consider appli- 
cations for reinstatement by mem- 
bers of the force who resigned to 
enter the military service, provided 
applications are made within 30 
days after the return from service, 
and if the applicants are found to 
be qualified.” 

Huffman recently explained the 
board’s position by saying that its 
policy was in conformity with 
State law, which limits the force 
to 1400 patrolmen and 150 proba- 
tionary patrolmen. “When we ap- 
point a man,” he explained, “we 
cannot do so on a temporary basis 
and expect him to make a good 
policeman.”

Transport Ship Burst in: 
Flames on Mountain at 
Peru, Mass. 


PERU, Mass., Aug. 17 (AP).— 
Three soldiers, one of them a ser 
geant who dragged two companions 
to safety from a flaming Army 
transport plane, today were given 
a better than even chance to re- 
cover—the only survivors of a 
crash that took the lives of 17 
others. ; 

All three—Sergt. Robert Lee, 23 
years old, of Columbus, O.; Corp. 
Alonzo Pearson of Somerset Coun- 
ty, Pa. and Pvt. James Fern of 
Abingdon, Va.—suffered serious 
burns when the big ship plunged 
into Peru Mountain in this Berk- 
shire Hills town Saturday night 
while on a routine mission out of 
Pope Field, Fort Bragg, N. C. 

The Army told this story of 
Sergt. Lee’s heroism: 

“With his clothes completely 
burned from his body, he climbed 
from the wrecked plane and suc- 
ceeded in dragging two of his fel- 
low passengers .. . to safety. He 
carried two others from the burn- 
ing ship, only to find they were 
dead. 

“He then walked three-quarters 
of:a mile to the nearest highway 
and directed State police back to 
the scene of the wreck. He had 
previously signaled for help ‘by 
firing three shots from his re- 
volver.” 

The shots were heard by the po- 
lice, and aided them in finding 
Sergt. Lee. 

An investigation of the accident, 
one of the worst in the history of 
United States military aviation, 
was begun, but the Army disclosed 
no possible cause. 

The plane sheared tree tops for 
100 yards as it plunged toward a 
flat spot atop 2200-foot Garnet 
Peak on the mountain, then burst 
in flames, . 

So thick were the woodlands an 
so difficult the terrain that vet- 
eran woodchoppers struggled for 
hours to hack a path to the wreck- 
age, enabling Army medica] units 
to carry out the bodies of the vic- 
tims.

Search for Navy Officers 


‘Who Had Been Aboard) 
Is Made at Sea Off San 


Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug.17 (AP). 
—Two naval officers, missing 
when their crewless and broken 
blimp floated. in from the ocean 
and descended on a street in sub- 
urban Daly City, were hunted at 
sea off the Golden Gate today. 

‘The two were Lieut. Ernest De- 
witt Cody, 27 years old, graduate 
of the Naval Academy in 1938, 
rated as a skilled pilot in lighter- 
than-air craft, and Ensign Charles 
E. Adams, 38, whose Navy career 
of 20 years had been almost exclu- 
sively devoted to such craft. The 
wives of both men, at Mountain 
Vitw, Cal, were notified by the 
Navy that they were missing. 

“The blimp had been on a rou- 
tine anti-submarine patrol flight. 

Two lifebelts were missing from 
the craft when it landed, but all 
of the parachutes and the rubber 
life raft were found in the gon- 
dola where the two officer-crew- 
men rode. 

The blimp, sagging in the mid- 
dle, with big tears visible in its 
fabric and with its two motors 
idle, drifted in from the Pacific 
yesterday morning, five hours 
after it had taken off on a flight. 

The craft floated along at tree- 
top height, left one of its depth 
charges on the Lakeside golf 
course when a bomb rack scraped 
the ground, and drew a crowd of 
hundreds who followed it by auto 
and street car before it settled to 
earth in Daly City. 

Daly City firemen, who were 
burning brush in the hills, left 
their fire and arrived in their fire 
engine just as the bag settled to 
earth. It struck one house and 
two automobiles, but caused. little 
damage. 

There was considerable damage 
to the fabric and gondola, but 
Navy maintenance men said the 
blimp could be put back into 
service. 

One depth charge still in the 
bomb rack under the- gondola of- 
fered no hazard, inasmuch as it 
would explode only under water 
at considerable depth, naval men 
gaid. The depth charge left on 
the golf course likewise did not 
endanger anyone.

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Convoy Fighters | 
Axis Air Attacks}p 


Hundreds of Bombers, Torpedo Planes Sent 
Against Ships but Few Penetrated Carrier- 
Based Air Cordon and Heavy Barrages. 


HE following account of the 
great convoy battle of the 
Mediterranean last week was 
written by a correspondent of the 
British Exchange Telegraph news 
agency who was on the British air- 
craft carrier Eagle, sunk early in 
the action. The convoy reached 
Malta after the acknowledged sink 


ing of the Eagle and the heavy 


cruiser Manchester. 


By ARTHUR A. THORPE 
GIBRALTAR, Aug. 17 (AP)— 
Details of the terrific air attacks 
launched against the convoy of 
merchant ships on its way to suc- 
cor gallant Maita were related to 
me after our arrival at Gibraltar. 
Hundreds of Axis planes were 
flung into the fight to prevent the 
much-needed supplies and rein- 
forcements from reaching the 


island, but only a small proportion 
sent their bombs and torpedoes at 
the great armada owing to the 
magnificent work of the fleet air 


‘arm fighter planes. 


High-level bombers, torpedo 
planes and Stukas came out in 
huge formations from air bases in 
Sardinia and Sicily, but a cordon 
of constantly-circling fighters 
smashed up attack after attack 
and sent the bombers scurrying to 
their bases, their bombs exploding 
harmlessly in the sea many miles 
from the ‘ships. 

Big British Sea Force. 
I was on the Eagle, a unit of one 
of the largest British warship 
forces ever to sail down the Medi- 
terranean. Merchant ships plodded 
resolutely along over the blue, sun- 
lit waters. 
Battleships, cruisers, aircraft car- 
riers and many destroyers inclosed 
them in outer and inner rings of 
hundreds of lqng and short range 
anti-aircraft guns, while the car- 
riers’ fighters roared around out t of 
sight awaiting an enemy onslaught. 
The Eagle was sunk’ when we 
were nearing the edge of the battle 
zone. Some of its fighters were in 
the air at the time and flew on to 
one of the other carriers. 


First Air Attack. 


The first air. attack came five 
hours after the Eagle was sunk. 
An officer on a battleship which 
returned to Gibraltar told me that 
four Junkers 88s evaded fighters 
and dived on his ship. An intense 
barrage of shells pumped up at 
them spoiled their aim and their 
bombs exploded in the sea. 

“We knew that large formations 
were all around us,” the officer 
said, “but’ the carriers’ fighters 
were wonderful in splitting up 
enemy formations and driving 
them off. 

“Axis planes never managed to 
reach us in really strong numbers. 
Wednesday about 9:30 a. m. 20 big 
twin-engined bombers carried out 
a high-level attack. They all 
dropped bombs. One fell very near 
a merchant ship. She was dam- 


‘made no attempt to face such a 
colossal barrage. They turned 
away. We saw no torpedo tracks. 
“The Italians also sent in fight- 
er aircraft ed with bombs. They 
hoped, I think, that we would mis- 
take them for our own fighters, 
fail to fire and give them a chance 
of sneak shots at a carrier or mer- 
chant ship. Our guns drove them 
off. We did not fall for that, 
“Although there were constant 
threats of attack during the after- 
noon, few aircraft got through. I 
take my hat off to the work of the 
fighter pilots. They were marvel- 
ous. 

“Later 20 Stukas broke through 
and screamed down at the ships. 
One ,dived down at us. Tracer 
shells and pom-poms were pumped 
up at him in red streams. I could 
see pieces flying off the plane. 
But the pilot kept on and a big 
bomb plunged into the sea very 
near to us. 

“A few minutes later seven dive 
bombers appeared suddenly out of 
the blue and dive-bombed a car- 
rier. They roared down one after 
another and she disappeared from 
our sight behind climbing spires of 
water. But she was still steaming 
along when she came into our view 


again.” 


LAND PLANES USED 
IN CONVOY PATROL 


CAIRO, Aug. 17 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force spokesmen said yester- 
day that remarkable co-operation 
between air and sea forces enabled 
a furiously beset British convoy 
to deliver vital supplies to Malta. 
They said that as the ships en- 
tered “Bomb Alley”—the narrow 


sea passage between Sicily and 
Tunisia—British fighters took off 
from island bases in continuing 
patrols over the supply-laden mer- 
‘chant ships from dawn to dusk. 
After Thursday, when the main 
body of ships reached port, Brit- 
ish fighters shot down seven ene- 
my planes which were making 
frantic efforts to destroy the sup- 
plies. The R. A. F. spokesmen 
said the fighters’ success could be 
measured also by the number of 
bombs which enemy planes were 
obliged to jettison harmlessly into 
the sea when they were inter- 
cepted.

“Children,” she said, “may really 
be the backbone of a successful 
campaign.” 

Committee members said many 
housewives were not certain just 
how they could help by saving 
waste because they have been told 
“first one thing, then another.” 

The block system, with only one 
person in each block dispensing in- 
formation on the salvage program, 
will end much of the harassment 
now caused by numerous visits 
from war agencies and club mem- 
bers conducting collection cam- 
paigns, the committee decided. 

“Now, as many as four and five 
persons call almost daily at my 
house soliciting for various defense 
programs,” one committee member 
said. 

Appointment of a _ responsible 
salvage leader in each block was 
tabled for further consideration, 
pending a meeting Aug. 28 with 
officers of about 200 women’s clubs 
and organizations in the control 
room at OCD headquarters.

OKYO is apparently grooming 


T as Behari Bose, Indian inde- 

pendence agitator, long a polit- 
ical refugee in Japan, for puppet 
leader of India in the event of a 
Japanese invasion of the British 
Asiatic Empire. This is indicated 
by a broadcast made by Bose from 
Thailand, relayed by the Berlin 
radio last week, in which he pre- 
dicted that the -civil disobedience 
movement, launched;by the All- 
India Congress, would shape In- 
dia’s destiny for a thousand years 
to come and warned that if the 
Indian people did not drive British 
and American armed forces from 
India “then Japan is determined 
to do so.” 

Bose is apparently being held 
close at hand where he can be 
used by the Japanese for propa- 
ganda broadcasts to India from 
close-by Thailand and where he. 
could be quickly called on should 
he be needed in India. He has 
long been a violent anti-British 
independence agitator, but it is 
doubtful whether Bose himself 
ever seriously envisaged the possi- 
bility that he might some day be- 
come puppet ruler of India. 


Fled After Bombing. 
Bose was implicated in the at- 


tempted assassination of Lord 
Hardinge, Viceroy of India, in 1912 
when a bomb was hurled at the 
British official who was riding an 
elephant through Delhi. Bose fled 
to Japan where he was arrested 
and imprisoned at the request of 
the British Government, but he es- 
caped from jail and found refuge 
under the roof of Mitsuru Toyama, 
the “Black Dragon” leader who 
protected him.

Dedication Halted ‘Because 
Art Commission Hadn’t 


Given Its Approval. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17 (AP.).—A 
plaque to the’ memory of Mrs. 
Sara Delano Roosevelt was re- 
moved from a flagpole in Roose- 
velt Park by police yesterday, the 
action drawing immediate protest 


from participants in the dedication 
ceremony and a sharp reply from 
Park Commissioner Robert Moses. 

No sooner had a police lieuten- 
ant removed the plaque, explain- 
ing that he was under orders from 
‘Moses, than Harry H. Schlacht, 
chairman of the ceremony, read 
a telegram of greeting and appre- 
ciation which he said had come 
from President Roosevelt. 

The action was denounced by 
Joseph Plumeri, chairman of the 
Roosevelt Park Commitiee, as 
“very cheap” but he admitted per- 
mission to place the plaque had 
been withheld pending approval by 
the. Municipal Art Commission. 

Moses said Schlacht had asked 
for permission to hold the cere- 
mony but he said he replied “there 
were enough plaques in the park 
and that this one would contribute 
nothing that was not already cov- 
ered.” 

Moses said he told Schlacht the 
Municipal Art Commission would 
have to approve the project and 
stuck to that decision § after 
Schlacht took the matter unsuc- 
cessfully to the Mayor.

By and large, the great increase

Yet this vast 
sum of 19 billions is almost un- 
touched by tax proposals of the 
Treasury and by the tax bill actual- 
ly voted by the House. 


Finally, if a post-war depression 
is to be avoided, we must look’ to 
sustained production on the part of 
our great corporate enterprises. 
Conversion to peace-time produc- 
tion will be expensive, and corpo- 
rations should be permitted to ac- 
cumulate reserves so that employ- 
ment may be as continuous as pos- 
sible. Yet tax proposals of the 
Treasury run counter to each of 
these three principles. 


Only two effective methods of | 
attacking the problem of paying 
for the war as we go have been 


suggested, One is a sales tax, with 
no exemptions, of sufficient mag- 
nitude to absorb a major propor- 
tion of payments being made to 
war workers, without ai cor 
responding supply of goods and 
services which are available for 
purchase. Tho second method is 
a withholding tax. This meang that 
each individual would have a cer- 
tain portion of his income, say 
10«per cent, withheld at the source 
of payment and transferred to the 
United States Treasury. In addi- 
tion, all citizens would be subject 
to other taxes which are now on 
the statute books. 

It is no more patriotic for an in- 
dividual than for a corporation to 
make money out of the war.

VERY actor knows what the critics think of him. These 
industrious gentlemen who distribute plaudits or brick- 
bats, according to their views of plays and performances, 
. have the benefits of their newspaper circulation to broadcast 
stated SRR TR CII their views. Now having been 
offered the space of my friend 
Walter Winchell, with whom I 
often agree and just as often do 
not, I have the opportunity not 
often vouchsafed the actor to talk 
about the fellows who talk about 
him, in print. Of the great stage 
critics there were some who hon- 
estly wrote what they believed, in 
spite of hell, high water and the 
newspaper's business office. No 
actor ever ‘resented being criti- 
cised by one of these men. In 
—E fact, we respected their knowledge 
LIONEL BARRYMORE = ana views, and often benefited by 
eonstructive criticism. The same applied to playwrights, when 
these critics analyzed a play. New York had its share of fine 
critics, and a number rose to fame in the West. Burns Mantle, 
who aside from being a just and friendly critic takes his place 
asa historian of the American Theater, was one. Charles 
Darnton was another. Percy Hammond was a brilliant writer, 
though sometimes caustic.

ALAN DALE WAS a sensationalist. To him getting a 
sensational phrase or idea into a criticism was the primary aim 
eof his story. For instance, when Richard Mansfield opened 
one season at the New Amsterdam Theater, Dale announced 
that “the worst actor in the world opened last night at the 
New Amsterdam.” Often a critic will write a clever line with- 
eut regard to whether the actor is hurt. But very often the 
line is so good that the actor simply can't resent it. For 
instance when an actor named McBride played “Macbeth,” a 
critic wrote “Lay On McDuff, Lay Off McBride.” Actors, man- 
agers and playwrights alike picked up a paper with a Dale 
criticism in it with trepidation. But often he was as kind 


as he was caustic.

CHICAGO’S ASHTON STEVENS was and is a brilliant 
writer, a keen analyst, and one of the finest interviewers in 
America. I have always regarded his interview with Bert 
Williams as a classic. His interviews were collected and pub- 
lished in a book. Several newspapermen have told me that 
they use the book as a guide in the technique of interviewing. 
In the West such dramatic critics as Walter Anthony, who also 
was a great authority on music, the late Waldemar Young, 
Thomas Nunan, and George Warren set the standard for 
dramatic criticism. Young had the facility of saying nice things 
with great cleverness, the antithesis of the “smart cracking” 
critic who would sacrifice an actor’s hopes for the sake of 
getting a clever line into hig “copy.” Anthony, who, like Young, 
later became a writer for motion pictures, had a genial flavor in 
his work. Both expounded the theory that if a play or player 
was successful in entertaining an audience, the primary object 
of the performance had been accomplished.

HE women in their new army 

have a job to do in setting a 

good example in posture for 
the rest of us. 

Many women in war-work uni- 
forms make the error of arching 
the back so that they stick out too 
far “rear-ward.” 

The men with their military pos 
ture have less worry about the 
tummy and derriere. They raise 
the chest, throw the shoulders 
back, pull in the “stomach” and 
the back line takes care of itself. 

Here are the main points of 

good posture for girls; it’s the most 
comfortable and best-looking way 
to stand—and it’s correct posture, 
too: 
1. Head held easily erect—not 
“reared back.” The chin should 
not be “pulled in” to the collar, 
but should be held in a natural, 
easy position. 

2. The chest should be raised— 
not thrust upward in a stiff and

strained position. If the chest is 
thus naturally raised, the shoul 
ders usually fall into correct posi- 
tion. 

3. Now the back is probably 
exaggeratedly curved outward 
over the buttocks. Bring the hips 
in line by tightening those mus- 
cles and swing the hips forward. 

4. The abdomen: As the hips 
are swung forward, tighten the 
lower abdominal muscles and flat- 
ten the abdomen. 

5. The knees should not be bent. 
The legs should be easily straight. 

6. Point the toes straight ahead, 
in standing and walking. Don’t 
“toe out.” 

If you follow these points cor- 
rectly, your posture should im- 
prove immediately. Try to make a 
habit of it, so that it becomes au- 
tomatic and natural for you. Then 
you'll look trim in either civilian 
dress or uniform.

Then his pain left him. 

Dr. Monaelesser got to thinking 
and studying and he found that 
the venom of most poisonous “var- 
mints” has an element in it which 
paralyzes the peripheral nerves— 
it is called the “neurotoxin.” He 
took the idea to Dr. Calmette, of 
Paris, who, after experiments, 
selected cobra venom and was able 
to isolate the neurotoxic element 
in practically pure form, and on oe: dheed: 
using it on patients with painful on slices 
afflictions, he found that it stopped 
the pain in a large number of 
cases. 

Now cobra venom is procurable 
at your corner drug store, put up 
in sterile ampoules ready to use. 
I know a woman who was miser- 
able with arthritis for years who 
takes cobra venom regularly three 
times a week, and while it has not 
changed the stiffness of the joints, 
it has made life comfortable and 
bearable for her. 

x * * 


IT MAY TAKE a good deal of 
courage on the part of your doc- 
tor to tell you he intends to shoot 
cobra venom into you and it may 
startle and frighten you at first. 
But as a matter of experience, 
there are few disagreeable reac- 
tions. 

In most cases it produces no 
symptoms whatever except that in 
a few days your pain gets better. 
And it has great advantages over 
other pain killers such as aspirin 
and morphine, which sometimes 
have to be used but which require 
larger and larger doses to be ef- 
fective and cause disagreeable side 
effects, such as constipation and 
nausea. Cobra venom can be used 
in any case of prolonged, intract- 
able pain. 

Another accidental observation 
led to the employment of another 
venom—bee venom. Some doctor
